The soldiers will nend the streets 
clear of lolterers, ahd will be particu- 
larly vigilant long this line + after 
night. Gen. McKee and staff held a 
conference with the Mayor and Sheriff, 
and it was decided to held the troops 
in their quarters, wihle th: local au- 
thorities endeavored to control the sit- 
uation.

Opinion Given Against Law Passed 
at Extra Session Providing for 
Loan of Half Million Dollars from 
School Land Fund for Site and 
Building in San Francisco.

SACRAMENTO, Jan. 4.—Atty.-Gen. 
Webb, today, rendered an opinion to 
State Comptroller Nye in which he de- 
clares that the act of the extra session 
of the Legislature in 1906, providing for 
a loan to the State of California from 
the State school land fund of $500,000 is 
unconstitutional. 

The money was transferred from tlie 
State school land fund into the general 
fund and was to have been used for the 
purchase of a site and the erection of a 
public building in San Francisco for the 
use of State officials and courts.

Labor-saving machinery is cxpected 
to cheapen the construction work ai! 
along the line. Chief Engineer Mulhol- 
land and President Anderson of thé 
igen of Public Works made a trip in- 

to the San Francisco Cafion vesterday 
for the purpose of inspecting the route 
for the power line that is to transmit 
electric energy from the line of the Edi- 
son Electric Company at Castaic to 
the Elizabeth Lake tunnel. 

Work on this tunnel is now 3 
ing satisfactorily, more rapidly in fast 
than the engineers had expected. More 
than 600 feet of the tunnel are already 
finished and 200 men are working there 
now. The ‘face of the tunnel has been 
attacked from both the north and south 
ends. The construetion of this tunnel 
is the lartzest single piece of construc- 
tion work on the agqbeduct. 

Ry the time work is fairly in prog- 
ress on the aqueduct, the engineers 
expect to find places for 2000 men:; 
most of these will be laborers engaged 
in digging the ditches aad boring the 
tunnels. A large number of these win 
probehiy be employed by contractors, 
who will be building parts of the con- 
under contract.‘ In way as 
many as 3000 men may be employed 
at one time.

UNRELIABLE JURIES WILL FORCE 
ADOPTION OF NEW LAW. 

Present Ordinance Not 

Often No Conviction When Evi- 

dence Demands  it—Legisiature 

May Be Asked for Measure Similar 

to That Governing Poisons. 

Uniess Los Angeles juries stand by 
the new milk ordinance and convict 
when testimony demands it, the State 
Legislature may be aske to pass a 
law requiring that all milk, as well as 
the names of sealers and buyers, shall 
be registered. The system would be 
much like that applied to the handling 
of poisonous drugs. 

The cow's product, city officials say, 
is really a poison, when carelessly 
treated, as it is more susceptible to 
germs than any other food. During 
the past month a fight between the lo- 


cal dairies and the Prosecuting Attor- 


ney has been waged. The dairies want 
to seil milk according to their own 
standards, and the attorneys are at- 
tempting to compel them to obey the 
law. 

. Every available technicality has been 
eine upon by lawyers representing 


the milkmen, but the validity of the“ 


ordinance has been tested twice in the 
Superior Court, and thoroughly estab- 
lished. A third test case is now pend- 
ing before Judge Smith. In the mean- 
time, arrests are of daily occurrence. 

The first case was that of a grocer 
named Larkins, who was convicted of 


nd selling milk below standard. He ap- 
pealed, but in vain. Then followed a“ 


dosen arrests on charges of violating 
the ordinance. Most of the defendants 
pleaded guilty and were fined. The 
owners of the large dairies, however, 
moved their headquarters outside the 
city imits, so that in the suburbs 
they can handle milk as they please, 
so long as State officers do not inter- 
fere. 

It is the men who bring milk into the 
city who, backed by the dairies, are 
fighting the ordinance. 

R. O. Hackett, a driver; was ar- 
rested several days ago and tried in 
Justice Rose’s court Friday. in his 
address to the jury. Prosecuting At- 
torney Eddie showed that the man had 
been stilling impure milk, and that it 
had been watered by dairymen. 

“We cannot go outside of the city 
to get the dairymen; therefore, the 
purpose of the law ts to get the men 
who have the impure milk with them 
at the time of the arrest, said Eddie. 

The defense argued that the dairy- 
men, not the driver, were responsible, 
and closed their case without introduc- 
ing any evidence. A verdict of not 
guilty was returned. Hackett was 
again arrested. and his attorneys are 
fighting the validity of the law in Jus- 
tice Frederickson’s court. 

Following the first trial of the driv- 
er, one of the jurors repo to an 
employé of the City Chemist's office 
that they had all agreed that Hackett 
was guilty of having impure miik fn 
nis sseasion and of selling it, but 
that they did not think he ought to 


/be prosecuted, as the dairies were to 
blame.

print paper. In some Cases, it was 
partiy successful, and it ts proposed 
to explore the far western deserts for 
the “raw” material. So far, the qual- 
ity of paper made from the pulp of 
the cactl is of an inferior grade, 
scarcely Gt to be used by the cheaper 
class of yellow journals, but it is 
hoped, by the aid of wcience, to turn 
out a finer grade. It has been dis- 
covered, after many years, that the 
desert cacti grows for a purpose, and 
not merely as water tanks for birda, 
and as a base of liquor supplies for 
the Indian and the Méxican. The cac- 


tus plant has a comparatively large 
mass of succulent tissue, ich is 
protected by a thick skin, or bark, 


and this preserves the moisture within 
the plant. It is seemingly strange 
that the cactus should contain water 
in @ land where there is no water, 


cent. of humidity in the furnace-like 
atmosphere. It is this moisture in the 
plant that makes 
ufacture into paper, the moisture 
gives elasticity to t fiber. 

Owing to the comparative scarcity 
of print paper, new raw material is 
constantiy sought, and all fibers are 
being brought into use—not only the 
cacti, but the peat of the swamps, 
and the “bagasse” of the Louisiana 
sugar milis. Cacti cover the deserts 
of California, and the Southwest, from. 
within 100 miles of Los Angeles to 
Texas and beyond. This plant, the 
most peculiar of all plant te, is 
found in a moat flourishing condition 
in the Salt River Valley, Arizona. and 
along the foothilis near Tucson. There 
are hundreds to the acre tn these sec- 
tions, and the paper manufacturer in 
search of raw material would here 
find sufficient to supply a mill. At 
present, the icans Indian 
braves cut them down for fire wood, 
after having fermented a Hauor from 
the fruit. 


The pulp of the cacti is as flexible 
and as suitable for paper, it seems, 
ae that of the willow, aspen, beach, 
mulberry and straw—imaterials from 
which print paper ts now made. It 
would seem to be much more suitable

The press 
of St. Petersburg is yet comparatively 
free although several papers and maga- 
Eines have been alreacy supressed 
while in Moscow and in the provinces, 
the extermination of free t ht is 
carried on relentlessly and with dis- 
patch.

FAMINE IMMINENT. 


One of the worst features is the im- 
minent famine. Last fall was X- 
ceptionally dry, and practically all win- 
ter in, by far the largest portion of 
all Russian crops, is hopelessiy dead. 
Only a portion of it can be resown in 
the spring as there is but Hitle seed to 
be had, and prices are very high and 
the people poor. 
The government seems to be totally 
blind to these horrors of the situation. 
It is so engulfed in its political strite, 
so busy with bloody ‘tepresaion, that 
it long ago lost sight of everything 
else. it evidently thinks, that the trick 
ot the election of a reactionary Duma 
will mend things; in reality it makes 
them worse as it creates despair. The 
army so far remains in the main loyal 
although small local outbreaks are noc 
infrequent. 
The whole country seems to me to be 
on the eve of a terrible uphesval ai- 
though the surface is somewhat calmer 
than it eight months ago. But 
very little is needed to rouse the peus- 
antry. There is no telling when and 
how they may become unmanageabie; 
a local insignificant incident may pre- 
cipitate the complete devastation of the 
Whole country.

PRISONS ARE FULL. 
The streets in St. Petersburg have 
their usual appearance except that 
there are more armed sentries and 
mails and money are heavily guarded 
by armed escorts on horseback.

This ore car had been 
repeatedly tested and found to hold 
$00 pounds and mbre of lime; and tally 
was kept so that Mr. Schirm was cer- 
tain that it unloaded more than 60 
times into every Atchison car sent out. 
He stated that the lime cost him at 
Nelson about $3.50 per ton, but that he 
would waive the loss of the lime it 
the railway company would waive the 
freight above the actual weight as 
shown at destination. The clerk to 
whom this complaint was made con- 
cluded that the lime and cement com- 
pany was suffering a loss. He sus- 
pected that the weights as shown by 
the track scales were not accurate. 
He may also have felt that the m- 
crease of the minimum carioad at Nel- 
son to 40,000 pounds put Mr. Schirm’s 
company at some disadvantage, com- 
peting points having not only a lower 
minimum, but a lower rate. There- 
fore, without consulting his superiors, 
he agreed with Mr. Schirm that if the 
latter would waive any claim for loss 
of lime the freight would be reckoned 
at the actual weight as shown by the 
track scales at destination. Similar 
complaints were made from time to 
time as cars showed short weight, and 
the same arrangement was made. The 
resuit was that out of a total move- 


ment of about 400 cars, carrying near- 


ly 10,000 tons, 78 cars showed at des- 
tination a weight 40,000 
pounds per car, the total « of 
78 cars aggregating a little over 100 
tons. and on these 100 tons Mr. 
Schirm'’s company was not required 
to pay freight. On these 78 carloads 
the freight, reckoned according to the 
tariff, would have been $70 per car, or 
$5460, while in fact thé shipper paid 
about $400 less than that amount, the 
difference allowed ranging from 35 
cents to $13 per car. 

In the summer of 1966 Virgil A. Sap- 
penfield, revising clerk in the 
freight offices of the Santa Fé at Los 
Angeles, was found to have embes- 
zled money. For this he was arrested. 
He pleaded guilty as to a smal! sum 
and was sentenced to imprisonment in 
the County Jail for ninety days. After 
his arrest and while his case was pend- 
ing he made threats that he would 
get even with the railway company, 
and accordingly placed himseif in com- 
munication with the United States At- 
torney. by whom he was taken before 
the United States grand jury at Los 
Angeles in October, 1906, and a long 
investigation into the business of the 
Santa Fé began. This investigation 
continued for nearly three months, dur- 
ing which time the railway company 
was called upon to furnish, and did 
furnish, a large number of books and 
papers, and was subjected to what 
appeared to be a neral Inquisition 
with respect to all its business for 
the preceding three years. From all 
this came two indictments against the 
railway company, and only two—one 
of sixty-six and the other of ten counts. 
Every count in the first indictment 
was based upon a concession with re- 
spect to one of seventy-eight 
carloads of line. > The ten counts in 
the other indictment were based on 
refunds in cases where Schirm's com- 
pany. had paid the full Ne on cars 
that showed short weight.

PAY ANNUAL FEES. 

Each club holding a membership in 
@ branch of the A.A.U. pays an annual 
fee of $7.50. Sanctions for athletic 
meets are secured from the nearest 
commission, and are necéssary only 
for meets or games where gate money 
is charged. The cost of sanctions va- 
ries, but for fixed events, such as reg- 
ular track meets or football games, the 
fee is $10.

All this took place about seventy 
years ago and in those days the travel 
Was on horseback, while such 
gage and material as had to be carried 
was packed on horses, mules and 
asses. It was unnecessary to improve 
the trail to get through by horse or 
on foot, for similar routes are still 
followed all over the world in wild 
country and in our own mining fields 
and oi] territory. 

Finally a toll company improved this 
route to the Santa Clara Valley and 
the natural gateway to the center of 
the State, and the cut that Fremont 
had made was deepened something like 
thirty feet so that wagons could get 
through. 


CUT MADE DEEPER. 

Then Los Angeles county took over 
Fremont Pass and cut the hole still 
deeper until today the dugout at the 
‘summit of Fremont Pass is seventy 
feet deep with almost perpendicular 
Walls of air-slacking rock. Each storm 
melts the soll on top and it runs down 
these sides of the cut and occasionally 
round boulders work loose and drop 
down into the road. As the cut is only 
about twelve feet wide, the dugout 
seems like a tunnel when the sun is 
very far from noon either way, for 
at noon the sun shines directly down 
inta this cut but a few minutes, de- 
fore the corkscrew twist of the walls 
begin the shadows.

Curious Carbureter. 

A curious novelty in carbureter con- 
struction has recently been produced 
abroad in which the auxiliary air sup- 
ply is taken into the mixing chamber 
through an annular orifice surrounding 
the main air tube which encloses the 
jet.

It was pointed out that the present 
trend of collegiate athletics was to- 
ward professionalism, the prevelent de- 
mand for winning teams and success- 
ful athletes removing them from the 
plane of reereation and fair sport, The 
services of the average athiete are be- 
coming rapidly lost, and a premium 
placed on the. highly-trained specialist. 
This condition is attributable to a 
lack of responsibility and control, said 
the delegates. Dr. Luther H. Gulick, 
probably the foremest exponent and 
advocate of amateur athletes in the 


country, ted a — nt 
concern Interinstitutſonal Ath- 
letics.” e said, in part:

TRAMP ATHLETES. 
“Nor are the questions of interinati- 
tutional athletics, as they are currently 
supposed to be, physiological questions. 
When twenty-two men, representing 
two great educationa! institutions, have 
a football game which has been pre- 
ceded by six or eight weeks of intense 
interest in the colleges: when large 
amounts of money are wagered upon 
the outcome of the game; when it is 
commonly re ed that men dave 
thelr way paid, directly or indirectly, 
through college in order that they may 
play; when the teams play before 60. 
000 spectators, and their standards of 
what Is right and honest, what is fair 
play. and what ite not fair are 
modified by the examples set fore 
them; when, through the influence, di- 
rect or indirect, of these athietica, the 
to have feelings towerd each other 
confidence and respect—then it de- 
comes evident that t great questions 
with reference to the game are not as 
to how it affects the heart or lungs or 
bones or heelth, or even occasionally 
the lives of the twenty-two men play- 
ing, but it is clear that the questions 


are those of the effects upon the ethics 
and morality of the 40,000. . 
“Does this major college influence 


make for honesty or dishonesty in the 
lives of the great mass of students that 
come under tts influence? Ie the de- 
Nberate injuring ot one’s oppenent in 
the interests of victory, in the opinion 
of the erowd, to be justified? These 
are great ethical and moral questiona. 
They relate to the standards of con- 
duct throughout life, rather than ex- 
clusively in the e period.“ 
“Interinstitutional athietſes open 
one of the fow avenues that lead to the 
development of this secial conscience 
and the development of social right- 
eousness. This can only be brought 
about if this association stande square- 
ly with the Amateur Athletic —— in 
its enforesment of amateur 
Each college or club must be free to do 
what it pleases when carrying on ath- 
letics within the confines of its own 
memberships; but when competi 
with other institutions, the gene 
standards of clean and gentlemanly 
athletics must be complied with or the 
organization must be put outside those 
that aim to support ethical standards. 
NAMES THE CAUSES. 

“Causes leading to the growing stig- 
ma of professionalism found birth in 
two sources, the loyal alumnus and tol- 
erant college opinion. Numerous in- 
stances were shown that young men 


or skill were frequently aided in secur- 
ing a desired education. The evils of 
the latter ‘netances becomes later ap- 
parent in the style of sport. When 
skill in sport begins to have a finan- 
clal advantage to a player ut rapidly 
develops a type of sport and a degree 
of excellence before which the average 
man has no opportunity. It was shown 
that a second evil was the accompany- 
ing elimination of the undeveloped stu- 
dent, who was generally forced off the 
arena of athletics because he did not 
have that type of physique or power 
which makes him available for inter- 
collegiate material,’ 

“Granting that some athletes of our 
college were paid for their services 4 
further evil attendant upen that pre- 
mise was that a ‘paid’ or ‘tramp’ ath- 
lete lost the true conception sport 
in an all-absorbing desire to win—not 
merely to play well, but to win. This 
idea embodies the essential principls 
of professionalism, as opposed to the 
pleasure or recreation standards 
amateur sport. 

“That public opinion ts strongly in 
favor of amateur principles, whenever 
such principles are alleged, is shown in 
the case of Arthur Duffy. His start- 
ling confession of humbugging athietic 
officials for years, of taking money for 
athletic prowess when he had pretended 
and sworn that he had not, brought 
upon himself a storm of public disap- 
proval, and hearty condemnation, and 
he was branded as a man who, 
“purposes of financial gain had flied 
continuously and systematically, and 
who through his great skill, has been 
able to defraud athletic organizations 
by misrepresenting his amateur status 
thus keeping who were

It is well to moralize, but these abundant comforts, re- 


placing penury in many households, have meant in mil- 
lions of cases more happiness. Comforts and great 
plenty may not guarantee more happiness, but they 
ought to do this, and where rightly used they do pro- 
duce more happiness. One may have plenty and be mis- 
erable. One can hardly be hungry, anxious about the 
necessities of life, and be happy. To see those we love 
suffer will make us unhappy. 7 

But in many cases the great plenty of the last years 
has failed to make people happy because these blessings 
were not properly enjoyed. Instead of making us more 
content, in the case of some of us the more we got the 
more we wanted. No matter how abundant the neces- 
sities of life, and no matter how many luxuries we added 
to our way of living, we failed to enjoy anything because 
we made our hearts miserable in an insatiate greed to 
get still more. 

“Scratch a Russian and you find a Tartar,” is the say- 
ing. “Scratch a civilized human being and you find a 
savage,” is as true. We may carry it a step farther and 
say, “Scratch a man and you find a brute.” The savage 
underlies the most urbane of us. The human being be- 
tween conception and birth is said to pass through all 
the phases of evolution taught by the Huxleyan theory. 
Is it then any wonder that you may find traces of the 
animal in the human? 

Many of us have shown this in the past ten years more 
than in other periods when there was less to spare from 
the share of each to equalize that of the less successful 
neighbor by our side. The pack of wolves may bring 
down a buffalo or a moose, too much for the pack to con- 
sume in a meal. The sight of plenty does not secure 
peace in the pack. There is no end of snarling, the 
strongest driving the weaker from the fattest portion 
of the carcass. There have been seen multitudes of 
human wolves surrounding the vast carcass of prosper- 
ity of these recent years, so rich that all might have 
had enough. | 

It is indisputable that these fat years leave behind a 
record of more disputes between capital and labor, more 
bitterly contested than any other period in the history 
of the world. In our own country, where the blessings 
of prosperity were most abundant, these conflicts have 
been most numerous and most vicious. We had small 
enjoyment and no happiness from our abundance be- 
cause of our greedy desire of still more. The faults 
were not all on one side. The rich missed the enjoy- 
ment of their @rosperity as well as the less successful 
in the great rivalry of life. 


Here we have an index finger of reason and philosophy 


pointing the way to follow if we wish to convert the 
worst this new year promises to have in store for us 
into results which shall outrank in volume any other in 
our life. If instead of devoting so much effort, so much 
thought, so bitter a struggle to become richer, we do 
more to become more human, more kindly, more broth- 
erly one toward another, the year 1908, slower in busi- 
ness, less prosperous in the mere material interests of 
life, will be really a year of larger success than 1907, 
the year of greatest material achievement in the history 
of the world. 

There are men and women in all ranks of society who 
notably; lamentably, retrograded in character daily dur- 
ing these “fat years” we have gone through. Men paid 
less attention to their families, to the interests of their 
own children. Husbands and wives, parents and chil- 
dren grew apart. Employers and employés looked upon 
each other as natural enemies. One interest became 
suspicious of the other. Peace was nowhere. 

Let us this. Let us go back to the more hu- 
man way of living one with another. Let us cultivate 
human sympathy, brotherly love, family affection, and 
not try to waste all our lives in getting richer as the 
bank book shows, but as riches in moral character may 
be counted, and the new year will be the most success- 
ful, prosperous and altogether satisfactory of any in 
ten. If at the end of the year we have increased more 
our stock of human sympathy than ever in any other 
year, then this will be the most successful in our lives.

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PRACTICAL ETHICS. 
IN THE NAME OF TRUTH. 


OWEVER we may contend that survival is an in- 

fallible test of grit or of truth, all conscientious in- 

quirers into actual facts must admit that untruth, 
or error, also has known age-long persistence. For er- 
rorse or fallacies have either been unwittingly propa- 
gated, or systematically perpetuated by the molders of 
thought and purveyors of opinion, religious. scientific or 
secular, throughout all time. 


Thus, long after the great problem ef the motion of 
the planets had been satisfactorily solved by Coperni- 
cus, and centuries after the Corpernican system had 
been defended by Galileo, indeed up to our own time, 
there are not lacking numberless individuals who regard 
the earth as the center of the universe around which all 
suns, moons and stars revolve; instead of viewing our 
terrestrial sphere in its relatively insignificant place 
in the solar system. Likewise so saturated has our 
mind been with the ancient misconception of the posi- 
tion of the earth that the errors of past assumptions 
are still graven upon our present phraseology, as we 
habitually allude to the “rising” and setting' sun. This 
moreover, notwithstanding the fact that an elementary 
knowledge of physical science is generally taught in 
the public schools. 

Hence we see that the rankest weed of error may flour- 
ish side by side with the choicest blossom of truth. And 
the most pernicious error and baneful half-truth may 
be ignorantly, thoughlessly, or willfully, maliciously and 
persistently, dispensed as truth and accepted as such by 
the intellectually blind, indolent, vapidly docile, dishon- 
est or uninquiring minds. 

It is the facts of science and religion which have suf- 
fered most from this form of deliberate perversion of the 
truth on one hand, and from a partial or biased portrayal 
of the truth on the other hand. This, because of the 
immemorial conflict and wrongly assumed necessary 
opposition between two of the most momentous factors 
fh civilization. We say there is no need of assuming an 
essential antagonism between the objects of science and 


religion; but so long as a despotically disposed and ar- 


bitrarily imposed supreme religious authority arrays 
itself against an untrammeled scientific investigation of 
truth, so long must the function and purpose of both sci- 
ence and religion diverge from the main line of effort 


which should characterize both—the establishment of 


the facts of life, mental, moral, physical and spiritual, 


without dogmatic interlarding, without ecclesiastical or 


personal interpolation or prescription; without selfish or 
prejudiced construction of laws and principles the observ- 
ance of which might thwart the designs of either. 
Progress means growth; and growth implies ¢reedom 
or room in which to grow. The spirit which actuates 
the true scientist is such that he will spare no pains, stop 
at no sacrifice to provide favorable conditions for the de- 
velopment of specimens or to secure adequate evidence 
for his theories. Moreover, so absolutely and unequivo- 
eally, is the genuine scientist dedicated to his work of 
investigation and establishment of facts, that he will 
readily renounce the theories which it has taken a life- 
time to establish, as soon as a later, a more consistent 
and more tenable view d the same subject is presented 
to his notice. That there have been, and still are, big- 
oted men in the province of science as well as in reli- 
gion, we neither doubt nor deny. But every seM-initiated, 
and not merely professionally installed investigator, 
dominated by the passion of research and disinterested 
study of natural and human phenomena, will never per- 
mit his preconceived notions of universal truth to dom- 
inate his critical Judgment, to dull his moral sense of 
right and wrong, nor to attempt an act of intellectual 


violence by imposing his presuppositions upon minds 


otherwise disposed or holding different beliefs. 

Thus in the name of truth, science must ever remain 
steadfast to the beckoning of her guiding star wheresoever 
it may lead, so long as it keep her devotees rationally 
moving, quickened by ardor, enthusiasm, but free from 


blinding fanaticism, moving as chief explorer of the 


mysteries in every realm of the universe, intent only 
to discover, to explain, to expound and to establish little 
by little truths now held as natural human and divine, 
until that sometime universal revelation of all things, 
when all men's minds shall be clarified, and no man’s 
spirit perturbed by questioning doubt and mystery. 

But until such devoutly wished for time, science must 
keep steadily on her mission, though to stay her prog- 
ress methods of “darker ages” be invoked. Her signal 
to her followers is to march bravely on in sane and 
healthy paths of progress, always respectful of the 
claims of her religious adversary in the form of tradi- 
tion-tied ecclesiasticism—but neither cowed by the 
boastings, nor fearful of the threats of her opponent. 
For the honest-minded and true-hearted spirit of man, 
with conscientiously searching intellect, enjoined by the 
most devout to “prove all things,” cannot quiescently be 
confined to a narrow, pinching, stultifying and distort- 
ing theological strait-ja ket. Nor can the love of truth, 
the greatest and grandest of human passions, the passion 
most nearly synonymous with the love of God, love of 
virtue, of justice and of righteousness, be reduced to the

Odd Features of the Red Sea. 


Jeddah is just about half way down the Red Sea. It

There is now a line from Beirut to Damascus, and one 
will be able to start in at that port in the Western Medi- 
terranean and go to Damascus, Jerusalem and Mecca 
without change of cars. The Mecca line is being built 
by Turkish soldiers, under the supervision of a German 
civil engineer, and the cost is being in part defrayed by 
the voluntary contributions of Mohammedans in all 
parts of the world. 


When these railroads are completed there may be 
a chance for Christians to visit the holy city. 
All who have been there in the past have had 
to go in disguise. and the man who would at- 
tempt it today, takes his life in his hands. The railroad 
will be officered by Mohammedans, and it is doubtful 
whether they will take Christians as passengers. They 
will have to cater to the pilgrims, as it is from them that 
their traffic must come. 


In the meantime, without wishing to act as did the fox 
who called the grapes sour, I do not believe there is 
much to see in Mecca, after all. The town lies in a hot, 
sandy valley watered for the most of the year by a few 
brackish wells and some cisterns. The best water comes 
in from Arafat through a little aqueduct, and it is sold 
at high prices by a water trust at the head of which is 
the governor of the city. 


Mecca, all told, has only about 50,000 inhabitants. It 
fills the valley and runs up the sides of the hills. The 
houses are of dark stone, built in one, two and three 
stories. They stand close to the streets. There are no 
pavements; it is often dusty, and it takes all the holi- 
ness of the surroundings to make life agreeable. 


The Kaaba. 


The most important place in Mecca is the sacred 
mosque, and the most important thing in the mosque, 
is the Kaaba, a cube-shaped stone building which lies 
in its center. In the southeast corner of this building 
at about five feet from the ground, is the black meteor- 
ite which the Mohammedans say was once a part of the 
Gates of Paradise. When Adam was cast out, this stone 
fell with him, and it dropped down near Mecca. At 
that time it was of a beautiful white color, but it is now 
turned to jet, having been blackened by the kisses of 
sinners. Every pilgrim who comes to Mecca presses uis 
lips to it again and again, imagining that as he does so 
his sins go out of him into the stone, and his soul be- 
comes as pure as it was when he was a baby. There are 
several hundred thousand pilgrims who perform this 
kissing act évery season, so that the holy stone of the 
Kaaba its millions of kisses every yeas. What a 
load of it must carry!

Over Battleships’ Route. 


PIONEER STEAM VOYAGES FROM 
ATLANTIC TO PACIFICc. 


From New York Sun. 


HE sailing of the fleet of battleships for the Pa- 

cific recalls the sailing of another fleet on a simi- 

lar voyage more than half a century ago. This 
earlier fleet was composed cf the steamers hurried to 
California on the discovery of gold. 


Attention has been directed to the risk involved in 
sending so many and so large vessels on so long a 
voyage as that of the battleships between the James 
River, Virginia, and the upper Pacific Coast, but a com- 
parison between them and the pioneer steam vessels on 
the route makes the voyage of the naval fleet seem like 
an excursion by contrast. 

Prior to 1845 our experience with ocean steamships 
had been very limited, and it was only after that date, 
or in fact in 1847, that the first American ocean steam- 
ship line established. About the same time the 
first coast wise, steamship was constructed after the Rob- 
ert Fulton of 1819. 


So 3 gold fever broke out in 1848 there were 
not Anore six or eight steamships in service in this 
country, and they were on established lines. The Pa- 
cific Mail Steamship Company had at this time two 
steamships under construction for the California trade, 


The first vessels leaving the Atlantic Coast after the 
outbreak of the gold fever were three sailing vessels 
sent out in October, 1848, by the War Department. The 
virulence of the (ever is shown by the fact that in one 
month from December 14, 1848, there were cleared from 
New York for California six ships, five barks, five brigs 


and one schooner, carrying a total of 665 passengers, . 


and each vessel filled with ¢reight to the limit of its ca- 
pacity; and from Boston in the same time there were 
nine sailing vessels carrying 325 passengers and freight. 
For the year 1849 there were 235 ships, 210 barks, 154 
brigs, 120 schooners, a total of 719 sailing vessels, and 11 
steamships, most of these vessels going by the way of 
Cape Horn, and carrying about 30,000 passengers and 
freight. | : 

In the latter part of 1849 the first real news was ob- 
tained in the East of what the prospect was for the

The Wilson G. Hunt, a small river boat that had run 
to Coney Island, met with many mishaps on the voyage. 
Leaving New York on March 3, 1850, the vessel encoun- 
tered a very severe gale on March 9 and narrowly es- 
caped foundering, her upper works being almost wholly 
a wreck from the violence of the storm. 


She put in to one of the Bermuda islands for repairs 
and subsequently proceeded on her way. It was no ex-

About the most unfortunate of all these refitted vessels 
was the Rhode dsland, which had been on the New York 
and Providence route and had been laid aside as a spare 
boat. She was sold and refitted, or prepared as well 
as the short time would permit, for the voyage. She 
left New York on January 25, 1850, and four days later 
ran into a violent gale. 


The vessel was loaded down with coal and provisions 
so that her ¢dreeboard was very small for a vessel on such 
a voyage. After laboring in the heavy sea for twelve 
hours she began to leak badly. Her engine refused to 
work, while her steering gear became deranged, and she 
was at the mercy of the waves and sank a few hours 
later. Twelve of the passengers and crew escaped in a 
small boat to a schooner that was near by at the time, 
but thirty-two were lost with the vessel. 


An of these vessels had the light upper works com- 
mon to river boats, but most of them were fitted with 
masts and sails for this voyage. 


Of another type, like the vessels on the coast of Maine, 
were the Senator and the W. J. Pease. They had run 
outside from New York to Philadelphia. They sailed 
for California. 


There were also two propellers of about 300 tons each 
that had been on the New England coast, the Gen. War- 
ren and the Commodore Preble. There was one New 
York and Sandy Hook tugboat only a few years old, 


named Goliah, the crew of which had the trial of their 


lives in the voyage. The vessel was in service on the 
Pacific Coast till ten years ago. 


Two or three of the vesssels that had been running 
on short coastwise routes seem to have encountered as 
many trials as the smaller and lighter-built river steam- 
boats. The record shows that the W. J. Pease was three 
months in getting near the Straits of Magellan and then 
was compelled by stress of weather to return to Monte- 
video in June, 1850. There the vessel was repaired and 
later ran on the Uruguay -River. 


was remarkable time for a vessel of her type. A vessel 
like her named New York started for the same destina- 
tion a few months later and consumed about four 
months in getting no ¢urther than Rio Janeiro, and be- 
yond there all trace of her was lost. 


The Wilson G. Hunt was very unfortunate, as has 
been said. She was laid up at Montevideo for nearly 
three months for a crew, and at other ports for repairs 


days. 

The Goliah was 279 days between New York and San 
Francisco. The Gen. Warren and the Commodore Pre- 
ble were each about nine months on the way, being de- 
tained at some ports on the Pacific side for repairs and 
at others on account of the scarcity of coal. 

Several more vessels of these same types left other 
Atlantic ports at the same time and encountered the 
same difficulties and trials. Several were never heard 
from after leaving the home port. 

Those that were so fortunate as to arrrive at their 


on the way for coal, water, provisions and repairs to the 
vessel, and in many cases were detained by the illness 
of the crew from fever contracted in the warm climate, 
so it was not all pleasure that was their portion. 

The expense for repairs and detention at the many 
ports on the voyage to San Francisco of these light-built 
vessels was so great that it deterred owners from send- 
ing any more of that class of vessels under their own 
steam. In 1852 three or more large river steamboats 
‘were built at New York, taken apart and shipped with 
their machinery to San Francisco, where they were se- 
ereted and completed for service in the waters of Cali- 
fornia. 

By this time there had been three steamship lines es- 
tablished having ve:sels more adapted for the service 
and having lines on the Atlantic side that connected 
across the isthmus with lines on the Pacific side run- 
ning to California, and these were now able to accom- 
modate the passenger travel and handle the freight 
offered for the Pacific. Besides, the large clipper ships 
of that period began now to enter the trade, and they 
soon showed their worth in a quick delivery at their 
destination. 

The transportation business between the two oceans 
by water now began to settle down to a normal condi- 
tion after so much bustle and haste to get on the scene 
of business activity. Since then not a few comparatively 
small steam vessels have been sent the Atlantic 
to the Pacific Coast, but they have been well-built ves-

As cowpuncher and broncho buster he began life for 
himself, at Diamond Z' ranch, where the city of Sul- 
phur now stands. He was then 18. When 20 he ac- 
cepted a position in a store, where he advanced from 
clerk to book-keeper, cotton buyer and cotton weigher. 
When 23, he was appointed auditor of public accounts 
for the Chickasaw Nation, and three years later became 
a member of that nation’s council. From this position 
he advanced to Superintendent of Schools and mining 
trustee of Indian Territory. At the time of his election 
to the new Congress he was in the insurance business.

WILL TRY TO Cross IT.

ONDON, Dec. 27.—Your genuine soldier of fortune 
usually is a shy, modest individual, woefully lack- 
ing in self-appreciation. As a rule one finds him 
totally unlike the mental picture one has formed of him. 
Sir Claude Champion de Crespigny, who, after forty

Although Sir Claude dismissed my question as to the 
risks in a rather airy fashion, if he and his two equally 
daring companions succeed in crossing the desert they 
will accomplish a deat that has cost many fives.

Just why Sir Claude should risk his life in crossing 
the Kalahari Desert is not plain. He does not know 
himself. Very probably it is because it has baffled all 
the attempts that heretofore have been made to explore 
it. No white man ever has reached the central regions, 
and the prospect of hitherto untasted adventures lures 
the intrepid spirit of this English baronet. The practi- 
cal non-existence of water in this second “Death Valley“ 
does not deter him. Quite the opposite, for it seems to 
add zest to the trip. It formed the point of a jest from 
his lips when he mentioned it. 


“I don’t mind admitting,” he said as he outlined his 
plans, “that my chief interest in seeing the famous Ka- 
lahari Desert is not exploration. I will leave that end 
of the business to Maj. J. R. Scott, late of the Third 
Hussars, who will accompany me. We will have a third 
member, but the man we have in mind has not yet been 
sounded, and so I am not at liberty to mention his name. 
But I go primarily for big game shooting. Around the 
edges of the desert all kinds of African game abound, 
and that’s where I expect to get the return for my time 
and trouble. 

“The date of the de re has not been decided yet, 
but it will be some time next spring. We shall start 
from Palachwe, at the eastern margin of the desert, 
work due west for about 200 miles, and then southward 
to the junction of the Nosob and the Molopo rivers. 
The total distance covered wil be something like 600 
miles. 

“The fact that a large portion of the desert is water 
less will, of course, make progression slow. We shall 
use camels which are known to thrive on the borders of 
this peculiar region. Water posts will be established in 
chosen places and supplied from previous posts by means 
of camel transports. We do not expect to make more 
than ten miles a day, so you see the full trip across the 
desert will take us all of two months.

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REMINISCENCES OF Hm BY ONE 


Wuo Knew Him WELL.

PERHAPS knew Mr. Beecher far better than most 
of his accredited religious friends. He was much 
broader than his church or any church, and by way 

of experience, doubtiess, was dond of associating with 
men of secular habits. 

My experiences with him both before and after my ac- 
quaintance with him were varied and peculiar, After his 
and partial biographer, 
knowing of my relations with him and my estimate of 
the great preacher, kept open for several months his vol- 
ume of tributes to him, awaiting a contribution of my 
memories of him which, greatly to my regret, I was at 
the time unable to furnish.. 


My connection with Mr. Beecher began at an early 
date of my own experience in life. In the year 1866, 
the Republicans of the South called a monster conference 
or convention to meet in Philadelphia to protest against 
the policy of President Johnson for restoring, without 
consultation with Congress, the southern States to their 
former status in the Union. In this convention repre- 


sentatives of the Republican party of the North were 


largely present, large delegations being sent from every 
northern State, especially from New York, Theodore Til- 
ton being the vice-president of the delegation. 

In the midst of the proceedings of the convention the 
Republicans of the country were startled and astounded 
by the appearance in the public prints of a letter from

I at first resolutely declined.on the grounds of 
my own want of prominence, but on the continued and 
urgent insistence of the committee, reluctantly under- 
took the task. At midnight I had finished, in answer to 
the great preacher, a three-column article, which, in my 
youthful ardor dor service in the Republican cause, I 
had made as stinging and personal as possible. I re- 


minded Mr. Beecher of his great services, both at home 


and abroad, to the nation in former years, contrasting 
these services with his present course in upholding an 
I added in my own judgment many other pun- 
gent reflections, my screed appearing in the Philadelphia 


Press the next morning under half a column of glaring 


headlines, and making me a small hero in the conven- 
tion. Hundreds of copies of the paper were forwarded 
to Mr. Beecher, and I addressed to him, also, the manu- 
script letter. But, somewhat to my discomfiture, Mr. 
Beecher lacked the good grace to take any notice, pub- 
licly or personally, of the performance. 


Four years later I was for a short time a resident of 
Brooklyn, occupying quarters across the street ¢rom his 


own residence on Brooklyn Heights, and had the oppor- 


tunity of observing his daily outgoings and incomings. 
He was then in his physical and mental prime. 
a little below the middle height and inclined to corpu- 
lency, but extremely active. Returning from his daily 
walks, he occasionally overtook groups of children play- 
ing with the skipping rope on the pavement in front of 
his residence. He never avoided, but took the jump with 
the children as they passed through. His humanity and 
good nature with the young never left him. 


At this period I for the first time heard him preach,

There was rarely left standing room in his church, which 
seated an audience of nearly 2000 persons. His reply to 
a stranger meeting him in another part of the country, 
and inquiring the way to his church in his home city, is 
noted: “Cross the Brooklyn ferry and follow the 
crowd!” 

It was still ten years later when my personal ac- 
quaintance with the great preacher began.

Knowing through mutual 
friends of my purpose, Mr. Beecher became much inter- 
ested in the plan, and sent an invitation to me to visit 
him. Appreciating his gre it possible aid, I accordingly 
did so. He renewed his expressions of interest in my 
projected work and immediately purchased several sea- 
son tickets to my course for the members of his family 
at the cost of $19 a ticket. promising to advertise my 
work from his pulpit. This promise he promptly pro-

HRISTMAS, 1907, was made happier to thousands 
( of children the country over because a young wom- 
an’s letter to President Roosevelt turned every one 
of Uncle Sam's letter carriers into a messenger boy for 
Santa Claus. | 

Children are still hugging toys they never would have 
had but for the success of a plan devised and put through 
by Miss Elizabeth Phillips, of Philadelphia. She it was 
who persuaded the Postoffice Department to deliver to 
charitable organizations letters addressed to Santa Claus 
by children of the poor, who knew no other way to 
reach the jolly old patron saint of the young. 

In previous years no notice was paid to letters of this 
kind. Uncle Sam, stately in his official dignity, refused 
to bother with him. He did not know the address 
of Santa Claus; perhaps he was one of the ignorant skep- 
tics who do not believe in the existence of such a person, 
It made no difference to him that little ones, many not 
tall enough to reach his letter boxes, indited in awk- 
ward childish handwriting, letters that told what they 
desired for Christmas, but could not fairly expect from 
parents so poor as hardly to be able to buy the necessi- 
ties of life. fe 
Many of these letters in their simple expression con- 
tained a pathos whose depths the greatest novelists never 
sounded. Nearly all of them, some written on wrapping 


}.paper, most of them without stamps, all showing the 


signs of poverty, had in them some word of sadness.

After every Christmas in past years thousands of such 
letters found their way to the oblivion of the dead let- 
ter office, and tor nearly every one was somewhere a 
child’s pillow wet with the tears of disappointment that 
Santa Claus had paid no attention to a letter on which 
were built those fond hopes which the innocence and 
dreams of childhood can so swiftly build on the slightest 
foundation. 

But this year no such missives will go to the bins of 
Uncle Sam's department of unclaimed mail. Every let- 
ter sent to Santa Claus has had an answer. 

The action of a tender-hearted woman, aided by the 
help of two devoted fathers, President Roosevelt and 
Postmaster-General Meyer, worked a reform that perhaps 
spread more joy throughout the land than any action of 
President Roosevelt's administration. 

Miss Phillips has in past years found her keenest 
Christmas pleasure in caring for the children of the 
poor. Her quiet acts of charity found willing help from 
other friends, and only the difficulty of ascertaining the

“Ordered, that hereafter and until the close of the first 
day of January, 1908, postmasters are directed to deliver 
all letters arriving at their respective postoffices ad- 
dressed plainly and unmistakably to ‘Santa Claus,’ with- 
out any terms or expressions identifying the person for 
whom such letters are intended, to any regularly organ- 
ized charitable society in the city or town of address, 
to be used exclusively for philanthropic purposes. In 
the event that claim should be made by more than one 
such society for letters so addressed, such letters will 
be equally divided according to number between or 
among the societies making such claim.

This much achieved, Miss Phillips addressed herself to 
completing her organization. 
Tears of work for charity made this no difficult task. 
There were friends in many big cities and points 
all over the Union only to eager to assist. It 
takes little capital to please the child. An ex- 
penditure that would satisfy one adult is enough to bring 
joy to a dozen kids, and the obligation of making chil- 
dren happy is one that all share on what ought to be the 
greatest day in the year. ) 


Miss Phillips was surprised at the heartiness of the re- 
sponse. Even grumpy old bachelors got busy. The 
Rev. Dr. Herman L. Duhring, of Philadelphia, pastor of 
an aristocratic congregation, organized the men of his 
church to help. He expected the married ones to aid 
gladly, but was surprised to see how willingly the bache- 
lors, those who might have been expected to be out of 
sympathy with children’s wants, got into line. 

Many who did not personally have time to receive let- 
ters and make purchases of presents gave of their means 
to Miss Phillips to help her make her purchases. 

Merchants made contributions of dolls and toys, chil- 
dren of the rich gave old toys that had lost their charm, 
but which were still good enough to be hailed as treas- 
ures by children many of whom had never known what 
it was to be in possession of anything meant for pleas- 
ure. 

As in all cases addresses had to be given by the wri- 
ters so as to tell the destination of the presents, it was 
not difficult to investigate and find out who deserved 
and who did not. In cases where it was found that the 
parents had ample means to buy gifts, naturally the 
charity was withheld, but perhaps in many of these cases 
close-fisted mothers and fathers were shamed into gifts 
that might never have come had not some pleading letter 
exposed to them the tragedy of childhood, the pleasures 
of other children denied by a policy of overstringent 
economy. 

In these plaintive missives to Santa, the mother in- 
stinct of the American girl was shown in the request for 
dolls. Fifty per cent. of the letters called for babies. 
Those that were sent were not the great big ones that 
cause wonderment when displayed in the show windows, 
but they were pretty enough to accomplish their mission 
of giving joy. 

The Teddy Bear was also a popular form of request. 
The boys wanted sleds and pen-knives, footballs, base- 
balls, toy guns, etc. 

Next Christmas will see the project tried on a still 
larger scale. Miss Phillips and her associates think it 
succeeded well enough to warrant the organization of 
branches all over the United States. 5 

“Some of our critics argue that we may be imposed 
upon,” said Miss Phillips, “and I am uot prepared to 
det. y that a minor percentage of our gifts may not have 
reached entirely deserving hands. 

“But the proportion is bound to be small, for the baby 
mind has not enough guile to cheat, and our investiga- 
tions were of a character that enabled us to ascertain 
almost to a certainty who had a right and who not to 
our help. 

“To me it seems that it is far better that some few

they might desire is unthinkable. True, the Moki In- 
dians of today depend upon small flagstones for their 
architectural effects, and most of the existing Pueblo 
tribes prefer to use adobe rather than stone for building 
purposes; but the old town builders, who succeeded the 
cliff dwellers (probably their ancestors) were no such 
raw amateurs. If one takes more than a passing glance 
at the vast stone piles that once constituted Tsankiwi, 
for example, he will find thousands of blocks of stone 
of identical size and shape, all perfect rectangles, ex- 
cepting that time and the elements have worn away the 


edges and rounded the corners. One will search long | 


among the piles of débris at the ¢oot of the cliffs to find 
a single rock fragment of the size and shape of thous- 
ands in this single ruin. 

Nowhere else in the world can these successive stages 
in the natural development of architecture be studied so 
satisfactorily as in the Southwest. There are places in 
the Pajarito Park district, within easy reach from Santa 
Fé and only a few miles from Espanola or Buckman sta- 
tion, on the Denver and Rio Grande Railroad, where the 
crude artificially-excayated cave, the frst step in the 
evolution of building represented by the front wall of 
masonry, and the final architectural triumph in the great 
communal dwelling of stone (now in ruins it is true, 
but with many of its salient features still discernible,) 
may be seen within a radius of half a mile. Nor need 
one travel far to see the aboriginal apartment-house in 
much of its pristine glory—excepting as to the materials 
used. The communal dwellings of the Pueblo Indians 
at Santa Clara, San Juan and San Ildefonso are built 
on a small scale, after the models of Tsankiwi and 
Otowi; but the fact that adobe is used instead of stone 
is illustrative of the decadence of the Southwest. Far- 
ther away is Taos, the most perfect specimen of the 
highest type of aboriginal architecture now remaining 
in America—mud-built also, it is true, but no contempt- 
ible rival, in external architecture, of the great apart- 
ment-houses of the cities; when the resources of the 
builders are taken into consideration.

THE KAISER’S UNIFORMS. 
THEY NUMBER ABOUT ONE HUNDRED AND 
FirtTy, WITH VARIATIONS, 

{Tit-Bits:] The Emperor William’s uniforms entail 


‘an immense amount of labor on the imperial valets de 


chambre. The Kaiser holds honorary positions in no 
fewer than eight foreign armies and navies, in some of 
which he occupies two or three commands. He is Aus- 


tro-Hungarian and British field marshal, Spanish cap- 


tain-general, British, Russian, Danish, Swedish, and 
Norwegian admiral, and honorary colonel of seven for- 
eign regiments, including, as is well known, our own 
First Dragoon Guards. | 

In the imperial German army the Kaiser is chief of 
several Prussian regiments—a Saxon, a Wurtemberg, 
two Bavarian, one Hessian, and one Badensian. He is 
also commander-in-chief of the German navy. Each of 
these dignities bears with it its own uniform—thirty-six 
in all—and every uniform has at least three kits“ 
fatigue, full-dress, and parade. The smarter regiments 
have at least twice as many kits, all of which have to 
find a place in the Kaiser’s wardrobes. 

Then William II, according to tradition, is honor- 
ary “chef” of all the Prussian guard regiments, and 
makes use of this prerogative by donning the uniform of 
the particular regiment that he may happen to review. 
This means about eighteen more sets of uniform, a 
modest figure when the number of guards in the Prus- 
sian army is considered, but often the necessary change 
can be effected by merely altering the epauletttes and 
facings. But the end is not yet, for there are still the 
three grades of Prussian generals’ uniforms, which also 
have their dress and undress variations, and, further, 
the regiments of marines. 

The Emperor’s tailors must be ready to deliver at a 
moment's notice the full-dress uniform of some obscure 
infantry regiment which may be celebrating a red-letter 
day in its history in the presence of the monarch, who, 
to honor his hosts, will often wear their uniform. A 
rough calculation gives a total of 150 different mili- 
tary uniforms, and when the various accessories, such 
as boots, helmets—of which alone there are about ten 
variations in the German army—forage caps, cocked 
hats, swords, sabers, sashes, scarves, bandoliers, and 
overcoats, are remembered, it will be seen what an im- 
mense amount of space is required for keeping the Kais- 
er’s clothes in order. 7 

The uniforms are hung up in rooms filled with ward- 


robes, and are under the immediate supervision of the 


first valet de chambre, whose technical knowledge of the 
uniforms of the European naval and military forces is 
unrivalled. The foreign uniforms of His Majesty alone 
occupy two enormous chambers. The Prussian uniforms 
are stored in a suite of rooms opening out of one an- 
other in the New Palace at Potsdam. There is a valet 
on duty in each room all day, so that if, as frequently 
happens, the Kaiser should have to don a special uniform 
at a mement’s notice, there may be no delay. 

From these figures it would appear that the post of 
court tailor would be extremely lucrative, but as regards 
foreign uniforms these are always made in the country

arch’s adjutant at the same time as the patent of ap- 
pointment. As the conferring of the uniform on a 
brother ruler is generally meant as a surprise, the ob- 
taining of the sovereign’s measurements is a matter of 
tome difficulty, and great discretion has to be employed. 
At Christmas two years ago King Alfonso sent Kaiser 
William the complete uniform of a Spanish captain- 
general, which was a pleasant surprise. ,

HE theaters? Yes, I like them. For old bachelors 

like me there are few places we could spend the 

time between dinner and supper with less harm 
than at the theaters.

Im a first nighter. I admit it. There's something 
about the first performance which never gets into a play 
again at all, and the longer it runs the further away it 
runs from that same something. 

The player (olk are conscious of everything on the 
first night, and that makes them remember not to ap- 
pear self-conscious. They often forget it later, and an 
actor who does not appear to be unconscious of his real 
self is a thing to drive me out of the theater. 

But of all the first nights I ever saw, that I saw in a 
little Nevada town called Carson City was the strangest. 
I was on the way from San Francisco when I got a

and a family a little way out of Carson to stop off at 
Reno and run up and see him and the missus and the 
latest kid.

But 
I'm not a stylish rider, nor a rough one. 

We made that trip in less time than you'd believe if I 
told you the distance.

Many stories have been told in print of that prison 
break.

in the yard, a distance of fully forty feet. On a rake

This he was very fond of, and it seemed to sat- 
isfy him, though he still liked berries or fruit of some 
kind. 

He differed from most young birds in the quantity he 
ate. No doubt if he had been in his own nest he would 
have been fed often by his parents, and taken it greed- 
ily, but he ate the very smallest amount of food that I 
ever knew a young bird to eat. Often he was only fed 
a few times during an entire forenoon, and this not be- 
cause I neglected him, but because he did not wish it.

This little bird, after eat- 
ing, or as he ate, was in the habit of sticking his tongue, 
which was pointed, first out at one side of his mouth, 
then the other, just as if he were licking his chops. |!

For three or four days after we got him he remained

The man who | 
dreads to economize will never find profits in small | 
things; and since great things come of little things in 
a saving collection, he has no hope of any sort of profit 
by his own endeavor. The man starting with poultry, 
who can go to his first flock of birds and throw grain at 
them any old way. without a-compunction of conscience, 
will never get at any profit from them.

Not Rochelle. 


Epsom salts are not Rochelle salts. The former are a 
legitimate physic and the latter are not, as a cure for 
rheumatism. The Rochelle salts at once reduce the acid 
in that blood, that has to cause rheumatism, if allowed 
to accumulate; and it accumulates in certain bloods not 
strongly fortified against the blasts of exposure to drafts 
and damp. Great care should be shownbirds susceptible, 
and in breeding one should avoid the blood. Fowls that 
stand the winter rains without rheumatism are strong

In physique generally. An overdose of Rochelle salts is 


no cure, and too small a dose is better than too large 
in a wet mash. There is no sense in having two trou-

Tou see, Allen,“ he said earnestly, ‘that the words 
of Mr. Goulborn, ofi behalf of the British commission- 
ers, which I have quoted from Albert Gallatin’s minutes 
of the conference, had a far deeper significance than the 
American commissioners could penetrate. Those words 
were meant to lay the foundations for a claim on the 
Louisiana purchase, entirely external to the provisions 
of the treaty of Ghent. In that way, the British gov- 
ernment was signing the treaty with one hand in front, 
while, with the other hand behind its back, it was dis- 
patching Packenham’s army to seize our greatest pos- 
session.

“I was amazed with this narration,” continued Gov. 
Allen: “amazed and interested. I took occasion to look 
into the details of that deed of British diplomacy, and I 
found that Gen. Jackson was right. His victory at New 
Orleans was the greatest triumph of American arms, 
judging from the great results achieved, as explained by 
Jackson's story. 


“While the treaty was under consideration at Ghent, 
Gen. Packenham was on the way to New Orleans with 
an army of 14,000 veteran British soldiers; the best sol- 
diers of all Eu at that time. Packenham was a 
splendid officer. He soon found that only a thin line of 
American militia opposed him; and that they were de- 
void of uniforms, without drilling and training as sol- 
diers. He (ormed his plans accordingly. 


“The British commissioners had no doubt that Pack- 
enham, with his great army, would win a victory and 
obtain permanent lodgment at New Orleans. They were 
blandly preparing a treaty of peace, in as dilatory a 
manner as possible, hoping to hear of Packenham's suc- 
cess, but finally completing the treaty with the careful 
insertion of a positive declaration of unfairness and 
treachery. Just like ‘Perfidious Albion.’ 


“Fortunately for the American cause, Gen. Packenham 
underestimated the fighting capacity of Jackson's rifle- 
men. Of the 14,000 men under his command, Packen- 
ham took into battle only 5601. The remaining soldiers 
were disposed of in guarding roads and making demon- 
strations along the river. That 5601 British veterans 
would have been sufficient to triumph over Jackson's 
1500 militiamen, if they had been ordinary militiamen. 
But they were not. Every man in Jackson's command 
was a sharpshooter. Every time a trigger was pulled, a 
British soldier felt the lead. The slaughter was so ap- 
palling, so unexpected, so rapid, that the British veter- 
ans broke and fied in panic.” | S. D. F.

TEXTS ON COINS. 


SoME INSCRIPTIONS AND WHY THEY HAVE 
DROPPED OUT OF USE. 


(London Observer:] The omission (announced during 
the past week) of the words “In God we trust” from the 
United States coinage is interesting as marking the dis- 
appearance of what was probably the last surviving re- 
oe motto on coins in the currency of the Western 
wor 


So many protests were raised against the change that 
President Roosevelt sent out a letter explaining that 
there was no warrant in law for the inscription, which, 
he declared, had been an incitement to “sneering 
ridicule.” He expressed his firm conviction that to put 
such a motto on coins did positive harm, and was an 
— that came dangerously close to the sacrileg- 

The motto which has just been discarded in America 
was of comparatively recent adoption—probably in or 
about the year 1870, its place having formerly been taken 
by the words “E pluribus unum,” which first appeared 
on the New Jersey currency in 1786. 

In the middle ages texts from the bible were 
very commonly adopted, both in this country and abroad. 
A German coin of the sixteenth century, for instance, 
bears the inscription, “Love God before all things,” and 
in England we find texts and religious mottoes dating 
back to Anglo-Saxon times. Here are a few of the Bibli- 
cal quotations which have figured (in Latin) on the coin- 
age of these islands: — 


“Lord, save Thy people;” 

“He hath done marvelous things; 

“Let God arise and let His enemies be scattered;” 
Give peace, O Lord; | 

“Blessed be the Name of the Lord: 

“What God hath joined together let no man put 

“But Jesus, passing through the midst of them, went 

The origin of several of these inscriptions is full of 
historical interest. The last, for instance, was chosen 
by Edward III in reference to his naval victory over the 
French at the battle of Sluys, when he drove his ships 
through the French fleet and got away unharmed. The 
coin, the first English noble, was struck in 1343, three 
years after the battle, and marked the beginning of a 
gold currency in England. 8 


“He hath done marvelous things” (“Mirabilia ¢ecit’’) 
was chosen in Anglo-Saxon times by Siefred, who suc- 
ceeded Canute, King of Northumbria, and became con- 
verted to Christianity. 


fers to the Civil War in the time of Charles I. 
_ “Blessed be the name of the Lord” was taken from the 
French coins by Henry V, as King of France. 


“What God hath joined together let no man put as- 
under” refers to the union of the English and Scottish 
Kingdom, and was adopted by James I in 1604. The 
coins were struck from silver derived from Welsh mines 
in the neighborhood of Aberystwyth. | 

As outward manifestations of piety became less com- 
mon, however, texts gradually disappeared, and none can 
be traced in this country since the time of Charles I. 
At the present day it is only on Arabic coins that we find 
religious mottoes, but there is hardly one of these that 
does not bear a quotation from the Koran. “There is 
no God but God; Mohammed is the Apostle of God” will 
be found on most of the Arabic currency. Even in the 
East, however, the tendency is to adopt Western models 
in the coinage, as in other ways. . 

Of the more pious inscriptions to be found in the 
Colonial currency were the brass coins struck for use in 
the Caroline Islands in 1694, bearing the words “God 
preserve Carolina and. the Lord Proprietors,” and the 
copper coins struck under Louis XV in France for the 
colony of Louisiana, inscribed with the text “Sit Nomen 
Domini Benedictum” (“Blessed be the Name of the 
Lord.“) These were ordered to be paid to the King’s 
troops and to be a lega! tender at the India Company’s 
Stores. Especially applicable to the times also was the 
motto “Crescite et multiplicamini” (“Increase and be 
multiplied,”) which appeared on the Maryland shilling, 
designed by Lord Baltimore. | 

There has been no more (avorite emblem on both 
sides of the water than the rose, the flower of Venus, 
which, coupled with the motto “Utile Dulci,” has had a 
wide currency as the Rosa Americana. In England, since 
the days of Edward VI, the rese has figured in our cur- 
rency for at least six reigns. 


CONCERT IN THE DARK. 

The New Year is to see the inauguration of a new idea 
in concerts, for which Mr. Herbert Trench, author of the 
poem “Apollo and the Seaman,” and Mr. Joseph Hol- 
brooke, composer of “The Bells,” which was performed 
for the first time at the recent Birmingham Musical 
Festival, are responsible.

Holbrooke has written a symphony, interpreting the 
poet’s thoughts on hum: n immortality into the language 
of music.

There is no doubt some varieties 
of alfalfa that are more resistant to alkaline elements 
than that planted so extensively in the West. This fea- 
ture will be more clearly marked when the government 
has exploited all the old-world alfalfa and demonstrated 
the soil and climatic peculiarities of each. 


Flies, Scale end Smut. 


SAW a line of reasoning in the St. Petersburg (Flor- 

ida) Independent that is erroneous according to the 
experience of California citrus growers. It was a state- 
ment that the amount of smut upon Florida oranges was 
in proportion to the number of Aleyrodes citri which in- 
dested the trees. Consequently, any process that reduced 
the number of white flies made the smut that much less 
harmful. This may be true of the white fly, but likely it 
is not. Certainly it is not of the black scale. The Scut- 
ellista has, under the most favorable circumstances, re- 
duced the black scale 80 or 90 per cent., but the remain- 
ing live scale have smutted the fruit as badly for 
commercial uses as it would have been with no 
scale destroyed. The presence of a half-dozen black 
scales above a bunch of oranges will secrete enough 
honey dew to form the soil for a perfect growth of black 
smut fungi;-a hundred scale near the oranges could do 
no more. This is the reason fumigation has been prac- 
ticed so generally since the advent of the Scutellista. 


The correspondent of the Independent says that the 
white fly weakens the tree first, so the purple scale can 
follow. This is certainly erroneous. As well say a herd 
of cattle would thrive best by depleting the pasturage 
before grazing. Scales thrive where their food is the 
most plentiful. This occurs where the tree is building 

most rapidly. The insects may not hurt the tree as

sought to demonstrate that given methods of fertiliza- 
tion affect the attacks of scale insects, but they have not 
been very successful.

acid gas’ to notice soap.” Why, the most practical and 
unscientific citrus men in California use only this gas, 
and there are thousands of them. In fact there was 
never such general use of this remedy as has been wit- 
nessed the past year. 


Eucalyptus Planting. 


LTHOUGH the eucalyptus has been planted in Cali- 

fornia for the last fifty years the real use of this 
tree has just begun. The blue gum has within the last 
few years been established in commercial proportions 
and for more extended use than heretofore. One large 
grove at E! Toro, in Orange county, covers over 1000 
acres and the Bixby company of Long Beach is the heav- 
jest planter in this part of the State. It has begun plant- 
ing 2000 acres, and I have been told about 100 acres of 
seedlings are added every year. I had an interview with 
a man recently who had been sometime connected with 
the large grove being established by the Santa Fé Rall- 


road Company in San Diego county, where nearly 10,000 


acres of E. globulus, E. corynocalyx, E. tereticornus and 
E. citriodora will ultimately comprise the largest enter- 
prise yet undertaken in the State. This grove is to fur- 
nish the company with piles, ties, poles and other tim- 
ber. I live almost “next door” to an agent of this com- 
pany who is now touring the world investigating the dif- 
ferent timbers, especially the eucalypts, for introduction 
by the Santa Fé. 

The Forest Service in conjunction with the State of 
California has now under way experiments in seasoning 
and treating eucalyptus wood for commercial use of all 
kinds. If these trials demonstrate that this timber can 
be used economically for posts this alone would be worth 
millions to the farmers of the coast. All the guns tried 
have so dar yielded to treatment well, the cost of treat- 
ment being from 6 to 7 cents per post. Preservatives may 
extend the life of eucalyptus ties to the extent of making 
them worthy of use by the great railroad companies now 
having to import tics from Japan and other countries. 
Mine timbers, poles, wharf piling, dimension materials, 
vehicle parts and lumber—these are the uses to which 
this timber must be applied to make it of real impor- 
tance. Necessity is driving our people to the use of euca- 
lyptus for these purposes. Scientific treatment may 
make it as valuable as the average hard wood for these 
purposes. |

On Lemon Growing. 


G 
NCE upon a time hundreds of lemon growers began Uthe California hop growers, as present 


about all at once to do away with their lemon trees. 


Well they might take this step at that time, for it must 


be confessed there was abundant reason for discarding 
the lemon. The eastern market was undeveloped, cur- 
ing methods were somewhat crude and many orchardists 
had undertaken the business upon land hardly suitable. 
Now these orchardists largely wish they had continued in 
the lemon line, unless they budded over their trees to 
Valencia oranges. Since the retrogression of this fruit 
began, the comparatively few orchardists who held on 
have worked out better cultivation, better curing proc- 
esses, and have discovered many things of value to 
their industry, some of which were that advertisement 
and the supplying constantly the demand for American 
lemons and observing the economics of curing and 
packing have placed this fruit upon a solid basis. We 
may not see a general rush into the lemon business 
again, but we shall see the acreage largely extended. 

Apropos to this statement I have just picked up the 
fact that a Ventura county corporation has been formed 
for the purpose of planting 1000 acres to lemons. Where 
this company is going to get its trees is none of my 
business, but I am curious to know. At any rate, it has 
bought a portion of the Pietra ranch, near Ventura, and 
proposes to get into the field in good shape. This part 
of the State has much land that is too well adapted to 
citrus fruits to be used for ordinary @arm crops. Well, 
the more the merrier. The citrus business is not a 
trust, as I attempted to show two weeks ago. I really 
believe it would be better on the level to grow more 
lemons. One cause of the great average prices of the 
last two or three years gor American lemons is the fact 
that the Mediterraneans lost their grip on our markets 
through the failure of a crop or two 

Developing a New Grape. 


N entirely new kind of grape is being developed at 

the government experimental station near Lodi, aud 
prof. H. C. Hunsman is of the opinion that it will result 
in a grape that will excel the famous flame Tokay which 
has given Lodi so much fame. 

The new variety is somewhat similar to the Tokay in 
texture and color, but is impervious to the rain, is much 
firmer, and can be shipped longer distances without 
damage. It appears to be a cross between a Tokay and 
Farerra, and is of an improved flavor. 

If properly developed is expected tq become a most 
prolific variety.—[Colusa >. n. 
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New Insectary Located. 


HOUSANDS of fruit growers throughout the State 

will be interested in the construction of the insectary 
provided for by an appropriation of the Legislature last 
March. The State Commissioner of Horticulture has 
just selected a site on the Capitol grounds, and the con- 
struction of the building will be commenced in a short 
time. The capitol commission, consisting of Gov. Gil- 
lett, Secretary of State Curry and Treasurer Williams 
have acted with commendable enterprise in making this 
location possible, and these gentlemen approved the se- 
lection without a dissenting voice. The structure will be 
erected at the corner of Thirteenth and L streets, and 
will be easily accessible by street car or carriage. At 
one corner stands a large elm, and other fine trees will 
shade the building, leaving plenty of sunshine for the 
insect-breeding portion of the institution. This is a 
happy solution of a difficulty of location that has been 
pending for many months, and the site is approved by 
all the deputies of the commissioner's office. The insec- 
tary as now planned will front fifty feet on the Thir- 
teenth-street crossing of the State grounds, and extend 
fifty-four (eet toward the State printing office. 

The Legislature of 1905 appropriated $12,000 for the 
search of beneficial insects, and it was thought some of 
this money could be used for buliding the insectary. 
But it was decided otherwise, and there are about $5000 
of this fund still unexpended. In 1907 the Legislature 
appropriated another fund of $12,009, and stated specifi- 
cally in the act that a portion of this money could be 
used for the purpose to which it is about to be applied. 


There yet remains about $19,000 of this last appropria- 
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tion, the half of which will build and equip the insec- 
tary for practical work.

Farmers as a class can con- 
tinue prosperous, whatever may be the hard sledding of 
speculators, who in the past few years have done too 
much ballooning.—[Orange Judd Farmer. 


Growing Onions for Bunching. 


HY is it that more green onions, for bunching, are 

not grown in this State? Market gardeners at the 
north find them a very profitable crop. They can be 
shipped as easily and as safely as lettuce, and are much 
more easily and cheaply grown. The greatest expense 
attending the crop is getting them ready for market, that 
is bunching them. Whether they would prove a satis- 
factory crop for shipment to northern markets, or not, 
it is certain that they would be a paying crop for any 


one who lives near a- city market, like Jacksonville, 


Tampa, Pensacola or Palatka. Prof. W. A. Massey, writ- 
ing to the Farmer’s Home Journal, says: 

A correspondent in Virginia wishes to know what kinds 
of sets are best for planting in the fall to make green 
onions for bunching in the spring, and also wishes to 
know something in regard to the preparation of the soll 
and fertilization. 


I have tried many different kinds of onions for this 
purpose. The earliest crop I have ever produced in 
North Carolina was grown from sets of the Queen, a 
very early white onion of small size. A very similar 
sort can be purchased on the market under the name of 
Pearl. But these must all be sold early in the season, 
for they run rapidly to seed and become worthless. 

After trying many kinds I have found that the most 
profitable onion te plant in the fall is the Yellow potato 
onion or Multiplier. These increase entirely by the di- 
vision of the bulbs and never make seed, and the small 
bulbs can be pulled off (or bunching in the spring, and 
any that are left will mature into good onions that can 
later be sold in a dry state, so that there is no loss in 
running to seed. 


Onions, especially fall-planted onions, need a light and 
well-drained soil. It is a matter of course that the soil 
should be well prepared and made rich. There is one 
advantage in the onion crop in that it can be grown to 
advantage year after year on the same land, If the soil 
is properly fertilized. Clean cultivation and the use of 
chemical fertilizers only will gradually clean the land of 
weeds, for weeds must be kept out at all hazards. “Clean 
as an onion bed” has come to be a maximum for clean 
cultivation. If you want a rapid and early growth, you 
must be liberal with the ¢ertilization. The manurial 
needs of the onion crop are mainly for nitrogen and pot- 
ash. To make a ton of fertilizer for onions, I would 
mix 900 pounds of acid phosphate, 600 pounds of cotton- 
seed meal or fish scrap, 100 pounds of nitrate of soda 
and 400 pounds of muriate of potash. Of this 1 would 
use 1000 pounds per acre well mixed in the soil, hat in 
the furrows under the sets and half alongside the rows. 
The distance between the rows will depend on the ex- 
tent of the crop and whether horse culture or hand cul- 
ture is used. In either case lay off furrows and apply the 
fertilizer. Throw a furrow over this one from each side, 
to make a bed or list. Flatten this somewhat and open 
a shallow furrow in the bed for planting the sets. The 
planting should be done late in September or early Oc- 
tober, and the sets should be covered rather deeply, as 
a winter protection, the earth being pulled way in the 
spring.—([Fiorida Agriculturist. 

Resistant Stocks. : 

LETTER has been received by the Minister of Agri- 

culture from Mr. P. D. Burgoyne, who recently left 
for London via America, on the subject of the reconsti- 
tution of vineyards. He says that on his way he again 
visited the vineyards of California and was astonished 
to note their generally healthy condition, for, while they 
exhibited the greatest luxuriance, all the surface of the 
country around was burnt up, being similar to what he 
had left in Australia. Then there was no evidence of 
the phylloxera, which had done such harm a few years 
ago. There were no government restrictions, and every 
vigneron was allowed a free hand to combat his difficul- 
ties. The black patches and withered stems in and 
around Rutherglen—all that remained of the once prolific 
vineyards—were a saddening contrast to the splendid 
vistas of green in California. He spoke to some of the 
vignerons respecting the troubles of Australia and the 
refusal of the government to allow the introduction of 
resistant stocks, as there was a risk of the introduc- 
tion of other diseases, but the idea was laughed at. One 
“You prefer to leave your vineyards a 
blighted patch rather than reconstitute from California. 
You suffer a real and present evil for fear of an imagi- 
nary future one.” Mr. Burgoyne suggested that the pres- 
ent act should be repealed and a law passed that no man, 
through carelessness in the working of his property, 
should damage that of his neighbor. On the appearance 
of phylloxera the infected ground should be promptly 
cleared and the diseased vines burnt, instead of allowing 
the plague to devastate a whole district.—[Age.

Colored Shrubs in Winter. a 


N an article on this subject, William Miller, editor of 

the Garden Magazine, says: 

“There ought to be a crusade against winter ugliness. 
Contrary to the popular opinion there is not the slight-

| far north, should be bleak and uninteresting five-twelths 
of the year. There are so many shrubs with brightly- 
colored bark and berries which all of us can afford that 
you will be astonished when you learn of their extraor- 
dinary variety and charm. I am sure it is only because 
people do not know about these lovely things that they 
fail to make their home yards attractive all win- 
der. 


“It may sound rash, but I have no hesitation in saying 
that the English holly is the most desirable shrub in the 
world. This is because it has a deep religious signifi- 
cance. The wreaths we make of it every Christmas 
symbolize the crown of thorns, and the early Christians 
first called this plant Christ thorn, then holy tree and 
finally. holly. It therefore suggests the inner meaning of 
the most important of all holidays. 


“But there is an even deeper reason why the English 
holly is the most desirable plant. Every time the people 
have loved anything for untold centuries and have filled 
it with historical, religious and poetical meaning, you 
may be sure that behind all that sentiment there is a 
basis of solid merit. No other plant in the world com- 
bines these three things: Red berries that last all win- 
ter, broad evergreen leaves and foliage that is lustrous 
in winter. 


“Therefore, I say the English holly should be in every 
home yard in this country where it will grow. Unfortu- 
nately for us it will thrive only in the South and Cali- 
fornia. There is a specimen twenty feet high on Long 
Island, but this is only a beautiful accident. True, the 
English holly can be made to live as far north as Phila- 
delphia, provided it is grown behind a windbreak. But 
most of us in the north will have to be contented with 
the next best thing.” | 


“It must be confessed that neither the berries nor the 
leaves of the American holly are quite as brilliant as 
those of the English, but you would probably never 
know it unless you had the two side by side for compari- 
son. The important and surprising thing is that every 
one of us can grow American holly in his own yard, and 
thus have the Christmas spirit all winter. i 

“People jump to the conclusion that holly is a south- 
ern plant and will not survive our northern winters. 
That is only because it has been stripped from the 
Northern States for Christmas greens, but ho still ; 
grows wild as far north as Massachusetts, and even in 
Maine. 

“Think of having a mgnificent holly tree in your yard! 
Think of having such a tree covered with red berries all 
winter! 

“The idea that holly is hard to grow is totally mistaken. 
It is merely peculiar. These four things you absolutely 
must do. First, you must plant it in the spring. Sec- 
ond, you must remove all the leaves when you plant a 
holly. Third, you must give them partial shade and pro- 
tection from northwest winds and winter sunshine. 
Fourth, you must get both staminate and pistillate 
plants, or you will have no berries. | 

“I grant you that holly is rather costly and slow 
growing, but consider these things: You are getting 
one of the most desirable plants there is. It has to be 
grown for several years in pots so as to minimize the 
shock of transplanting. It should be grown until it has 
revealed its sex by flowering. It is best grown from 
seeds collected in your locality or isothermal belt in 
order to get a form of proved hardiness. When you 
think of all this, can you begrudge $2.50 for a holly tree 
three or four feet high?” 

Scale Parasite. 

LETTER has been received from Canada asking for 
A. sending of the imported parasite for the San José 
scale. Also concerning a parasite for the coddling moth 
said to have been imported from Spain. It will require 
a long time to bring the public mind to an understanding 
of the true status of parasitism in California, for the 
work of importing beneficial insects by this State has 
been egregiously exaggerated. The parasite of the cod- 
ling moth. sent here ¢rom Europe by George Compere 
has, so far, been a dismal failure, and the parasites of 
the San José scale, which are in the opinion of many 
wiping out this pest, were not imported at all. They 
may have been brought here unbeknowns with some host 
insect, but as far as any effort to get them introduced 
is concerned, the records are rightfully silent. Califor- 
nia has enough to boast of in securing foreign beneficial 
insects, but the State does not deserve the reputation she 
has somehow fallen heir to in this line. The truth is 
good enough.

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The Celebration of Christmas. 


HE Christmas season has come and gone. It has 
brought pleasure to many hearts; it has also 
brought worry and weariness to thousands. 

Christmas is celebrated differently in various lands. 
In Germany, and adjoining countries of Continental 
Europe, it is celebrated on Christmas Eve, with the in- 
evitable Christmas tree, and its crop of presents for 
the little ones—and for some of the older ones. Christ- 
mas Day is merely a holiday, but Christmas Eve is a 
grand celebration. In England the main “doings” are 
on Christmas Day. The Christmas tree was popularized 
in England by the late Prince Albert, the husband of 
Queen Victoria, about fifty years ago. In France, and 
also in Scotland, New Year’s Day is the great day in the 
year. 

The “Santa Claus” and stocking idea is, so far as the 
editor of this department is aware, an American inven- 
tion. At least, he encountered nothing of the kind until 
he came to America. In Germany, they tell the children 
that the “Weinachtsman’’—‘Christmasman”—will bring 
them presents, which is perhaps the origin of the idea. 

As to eating, in England it would be regarded as sac- 
rilege to deviate from the roast beef and the plum pud- 
ding, with its sprig of holly—real holly, not laurel— 
stuck into it, and flaming brandy in the plate, also mince 
pies, which there are made not in the shape of large 
pies but as big as small saucers. Such a meal as this— 
partaken of by the middle classes at 1 o’clock—naturally 
leaves them “too full for utterance,” so that about all 
they can do for the rest of the day is to lie around and 
gasp. Fortunately, the climate of England is usually 
pretty cool about Christmas time. 

In Germany, goose is the mainstay of the Christmas 
menu. In fact, the goose, instead of the eagle, might 
almost be called the national bird of Germany. Sweet 
perfumed brown cakes take the place of the pudding and 
mince pie. In North Germany the great dish on Christ- 
mas Eve is carp, a fish that is highly regarded there and 
is expensive. In Scotland, on New Year’s Eve, they eat 
an indigestible compound of meat and oatmeal, and some 
other things, called “haggis.” 

In all countries you will find the same Christmas cus- 
tom of eating and drinking more than is good for you, 
and of exchanging gifts which\you perhaps cannot afford 
to buy, and for which the recipient may have no par- 
ticular use. This custom of giving more or less valu- 
able presents to friends and acquaintances has become 
much of a burden to people of moderate means. The 
gifts are often made, not because the party of the first 
part wishes to bestow largesse on the party of the sec- 
ond part, but because some favors are looked for. It 
makes little difference when the woman of the house 
‘has plenty of help, and the husband a fat bank account, 
but where a family has only a small income, and the 
housewife is not able to keep help, the result often is 
that the end of the year sees the family depleted both in 
nervous force and in cash, and it may perhaps be neces- 
sary to scrimp and scrape for a month or more to make 
up for the extra expenditure. 

All this is unwise, as well as unnecessary, for the 
purpose of securing what Americans call a “good time.“ 
So far as presents are concerned, Christmas should be 
mainly for the children, for old people, who are in their 
second childhood, and for the poor, who are always 
with us. 


The following, from the Christian Endeavor World, of 
Boston, is pertinent: 

“Shoppers are swirling pell-mell down the middle of 
the streets jostling one another, and elbowing their way 
to the thronged counters, where they go through a siege 
of exasperating delay and unhealthy excitement, to say 
nothing of unholy irritation, that brings them to the 
borders of nervous prostration. Physicians recognize 
the Christmas-shopping period as one of the most criti- 
cal to many of their patients. 

“Presently a horde of street fakers will be licensed by 
the city who will take possession of the sidewalks, and 
discordantly cry their wares—cheap, trashy, mechanical 
toys and other gewgaws which it is a pure waste of 
money to buy. For days, if not weeks, our cities will 
be subjected to this nuisance. 

“Meanwhile, in the shops the salesgirls will be worked 
day and night, to the point of nervous collapse. Con- 
ventional presents will be bought by the thousand, be- 
cause an obligation exists to return present for present. 
No good-will, no love, goes with these presents; it is 
sheer jockeying to get a dew cents’ advantage of one an- 
other. 

“Did the Christ Child usher in such a holiday? No, 
we have allowed human greed and keenness after bar- 
gains, and bustle and bawling on the streets, to usurp 
the place that quiet and holy and blessed service of Him 
should have. 

“This is no attempt to create the impression that there 
is no true Christmas spirit, no unselfish giving, no lov- 
ing pla@ning of delightful surprises, no tender thought- 
fulness for the poor. There is much of this under the 
surface; but there is too much of the sordid, bargain- 
counter huckstering that sickens the reverent soul. 
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Away with the spurious Christmas! Away with the gab- 
ble and the dickering, and the coarse, crafty calculating! 
Let us give the gentle Christ of ‘Peace on earth, good- 
will to men’ a chance in our lives and at our firesides.” 
Don’t for a moment understand that the editor would 


decry the Christmas spirit. Far from it. He believes 


that Charles Dickens, who may be called the originator 
of our modern Christmas, has done as much practical 
good as any writer, although it must be admitted that 
he encouraged an awful amount of gorging—and guz- 
zling. Really, “St. Gorge,” instead of St. Claude, should 


‘be the patron saint of Christmas, among us “civilized” 
people. Apart from that, nobody who has warm blood 


in his veins can read such a book as the Christmas Carol 
without feeling his heart warm toward his fellow-crea- 
tures. We can, however, have plenty of good will, and 
good cheer, without bankrupting ourselves, nervously 
and financially, in exchanging superfluous presents.

Effects of Eye Strain on Health. 


T is only within the past few years that the subject of 

the effect of abnormal conditions of the eyes on the 
general health has begun to receive much attention. 
The science of ophthalmology—clumsy word—is, how- 
ever, forging to the front. An excellent monthly maga- 
zine, exceedingly radical and outspoken, called the Oph- 
thalmologist, is published in Chicago. It should be re- 
marked here that there is as much difference between 


‘ah ordinary oculist and an ophthalmologist as there is be- 


tween a bricklayer and an architect. An untold amount 
of harm is done by the “fitting” of glasses by those who 
do not thoroughly understand the complexity and func- 
tions of the eye, not to speak of the causes of abnormal 
conditions that lie behind the eye. 

The editor recently received copies of volumes 4 and 5 
of “Biographic Clinics,” being “essays concerning “the 
influence of visual ¢unctions, pathologic and physiologic, 


upon the health of patients.” They are by George M. | 


Gould, editor of American Medicine, and author of an 
illustrated dictionary of medicine, and other works. The 
publishers inform the editor that volume 5 probably 
closes this series. 


Volume 4 of this series is largely devoted to an in- 
teresting study of eye strain, as it has manifested itself 
in the history of eminent persons. Among those whose 
cases are described, with extracts from their writings, 
are Balzac, the “hero of overwork.” Tchaikowsky, Flau- 
bert, Lafcadio Hearn and Berlioz. 

A chapter is devoted to a study of failures in ophthal- 
mic practice, being a reproduction Of an article from the 
Medical Record of September 30, 1905. Dr. Gould quotes 
Helmholz as saying that ophthalmology is by far the 
most accurate and scientific of all the specialties of med- 
icine. Dr. Gould declares, on the contrary, that it is 
now the most inaccurate and unscientific. He says: 
“We all differ from each other,” and declares that if a 
patient, with a history of migraine somewhat compli- 
cated, should go to 100 different oculists he doubts 
whether any two diagnoses and prescriptions would be 
alike. 


A chapter reproducing an article from the Annals of 


Ophthalmology, for October, 1905, discusses the eye- | 


strain origin of epilepsy. Dr. Gould refers to a test 
which he undertook several years ago at Craig Colony, 
in New York, designed to show that the case of an epi- 
leptic is not always hopeless, and that eye strain might 
rarely account for the presence of this disease. He says 
the test resulted in one-third more cures proportionately, 
by ocular treatment, than by all other methods. 

In volume 5 an interesting case is described in which 
the wife of a regular pl sician in one of the southern 
States was treated, consecutively, for a case of neuras- 


thenia, by two general physicians, one homeopathic, one 


quack, one osteopath, three ophthalmic surgeons, two 
gynecologists, one diagnostican, one neurologist, one 
resident sanatorium physician and one refractionist. 
The article is reproduced ¢rom American Medicine, Feb- 
ruary 24, 1906. Unfortunate woman! Her final cure, by 
means of simple spectacles, is described as astonishing. 

A chapter, reproducing an article from American Medi- 
cine of November, 1906, is devoted to the story of a pro- 
fessional and successful life wrecked by ill-fitting oF 
glasses. 

In regard to the probable influence of eye stra on 
suicide, Dr. Gould says: 

“The reason for the fundamental law of the dis- 
proportionate increase of the suicide rate caused by civil- 
ization itself is made clear, for every step of that ad- 
vance we call civilization is conditioned upon that 
greater use of the eyes in writing, reading, and ‘near- 
work,’ whence eye strain and its morbid effects spring. 
The scientific glasses which will absolutely neutralize 
this eye strain can be supplied, but except in a few cases 
comparatively, such correct optical helps have not been 
provided. In all Europe it is almost impossible to get 
them, and in the largest part of America.” 

One of the closing chapters is devoted to a discussion 
of eye strain as a cause of diseases of the digestive or- 


fore the Section of Practice of Medicine of the American 
Medical Association in 1905 by Dr. Musser, then presi- 
dent of the association: 3 

“The subject is familiar to all. Who has not seen 
correction of errors of refraction relieve so-called ‘bil- 
ious attacks,’ periodical vomiting, anorexia, indigestion 
and other gastric symptoms? The cure of grave organic 
ocular defects relieves similar gastric conditions.” 

In regard to this “astonishing admission” Dr. Gould 
says (1) Every statement made is true, (2) Every state- 
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who appear to be comfortable and happy in a boiler 


factory. Still, they may suffer, without knowing it, 


for, as the editor has previously explained, noises may 
affect you, even when you are asleep. On this subject, 
Louisa Burns writes as follows, in a recently-published 
book on the basic principles of osteopathy: 


“One bane of our modern cities is noise, and another 
is light, or the lack of light. The noise is really a very 
serious menace, to the health of the nervous system. 
The continual storm of discordant noises that assails 
the ear all the day and all the night is a source of nerve 
strain which is scarcely appreciated by those who suffer 
from it most, for consciousness is not affected by noises 
a long time“present, and yet the reflex actions continue 
to be initiated. The lack of conscious perception of 
noises preserves the power to attend to other matters, 
but it does not eliminate the exhaustion of the nerve 
centers produced by the stream of impulses aroused by 
the stimulation of the sensory nerves. Any long-contin- 
ued sengory stimulation is injurious, because of this ex- 
haustion, even though consciousness be not affected. 
Indeed, u consciousness were affected by the noises in 
as serious a manner as the nerve cells are, the cities 
would soon become more quiet.” 


Should you imagine that you are going to obtain sur- 
cease from raucous sounds by taking up your abode in 
a bungalow, in the salubrious suburbs of the city, you 
are apt to find yourself woefully mistaken. As for in- 
stance: The editor does his work at his residence, 
which is within a block of a sharp curve in a street 
railroad. Every few minutes, the cars passing around 
this curve emit a piercing, long-drawn-out shriek, 
which seems to cut through the marrow of the spine 
like a red-hot wire. Then, to add to the editor’s trou- 
bles, a neighbor has a cur dog with one of the most ex- 
cruciating howls that ever dwelt within the body of an 
animal. There are other dogs, also, that bark and bay— 
bad cess to em. Another neighbor has a parrot, that 
persistently imitated the crying of a child, until re- 
cently, when another thoughtful neighbor acquired a 
young goat, that bleated mourndéully day and night, 
and the parrot took to imitating that, by way of a 
change. A portable sawmill to cut firewood in a wood 
and feed yard adds to the hilarity. When to this is 
added a couple of pianos, it will be seen that the edi- 
tor’s mental labors are performed under some difficulty, 

Then, again, there are the chickens—the pestiferous 
chickens, the male contingent of which have a playful 
habit of hurling noisy contempt at each other during 
the small hours of the night, while the females take 
fiendish delight in scratching up your front yard dur- 
ing the early hours, before you are out of bed. A 
measly six-bits’ worth of scrub chicken can easily, 
within half an hour, do $10 worth of damage among 
well-kept flower beds. The editor’s experience of over 
thirty years in California goes to show that about 99 
per cent. of neighborhood quarrels in cities, causing ill- 
feeling, malice, uncharitableness and sometimes even 
murder, are caused by the chicken question. The law 
should prohibit the keeping of live stock of every kind 
within the corporate limits of a municipality. If peo- 
ple want to (arm, let them go out in the country, where 
farming belongs. Los Angeles has got beyond the stage 
of hogs running at large on the city streets. It is time 
she reached the point where chickens are not allowed to 
run at large over other people's gardens. 

Oh, yes, the editor knows a citizen has recourse— 
that is to say, he can go down with witnesses and swear 
out a warrant, and all that sort of thing, but a busy 
man has no time for this. The onus of keeping their 
birds at home—and keeping them quiet, if they are al- 
lowed to keep them at all within a city—should be 
placed upon those who own them. 

Really, the quietest place in the city is upstairs in 
one of those big blocks, on the busy, noisy thorough- 
fares. One drawback there is that you don’t get the 
fresh air you find in the suburbs. 

Fortunately, the editor is deaf in one ear, which he 
regards as a great blessing, as in this way he can often 
go into dreamland, while apparently listening to a te- 
dious bore. To deaden the sound of the squeak he tried 
wearing a piece of cotton in the other ear, but this 
seemed to make little difference, although sounds could 
be entirely kept out by pressing on the ear with a finger. 
Then, he happened to hit upon the expedient of dampen- 
ing the cotton, which made quite a difference. However, 
it might not be a good thing to wear damp cotton, 
pressed hard into the ear, for a long time, or at fre- 
quent intervals, as it might tend to overheat the interior 
of the ear. 

Why not inaugurate a movement in Los Angeles 
against unnecessary noises? The question is being agi- 
tated in some cities.

The Fasting Cure. 


NEW ZEALAND paper, the Wanganul Casenicte,, 

for October 21, 1907, devoted a whole page to the 

diary of a well-known business man of that region, who 

undertook a twenty-five-day fast to cure himself of a 

general run-down condition. He succeeded beyond his 

expectations. He describes his feelings at the end of 
the fast as follows: 


“My health has never been bettter. The fast has 
weaned me of strong drink and tobacco smoking. I 
look upon these things as rank poison, and do not think 


I will ever again allow them to enter my system. Al- 


though fasting for so long, I do not feel at all ravenous 
for food. Intend to live very simply for the next two 
or three weeks. As far as my present feelings are con- 
cerned, they are such that one only wonders what causes 
the exhilaration that seems to pass through the whole 
body—every organ seems to work harmoniously, etc.” 


The fasting idea is rapidly gaining in popularity, 
which is not surprising, as the results are truly won- 
derful. In many cases of severe chronic sickness a pro- 
longed fast, giving all the organs of the body complete 
rest, is the only means of cure. Where a person can- 
not be persuaded to take a complete fast, he might sub- 
stitute Dr. Kelloge’s idea of what he calls a “fruit fast,”
